HE  snnouheement that 

the Federation of the 
British West Indies will 
become independent next 
May means that another 
free State will be added te 
the Commonwealth. 


The Federation comprises 10 
istand territories spread 
over more than » thousand 
miles of.the Caribbean with 
a combined” population of 
some three million; and it 
is the rivalries between 
these Islands which have 
slowed down progress to- 
wards unity ‘and = indepen- 
dence. 


For it is 14 yeara since the 
blueprint was drawn up at 
n conference at Montego 

Bay, Jamaica, und three 
years since it. was_ pro- 
elaimed In Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, the Federal 
capital. 


Until the series of con- 
ferences which have just 
ended it seemed as if the 
Federation would never be- 
‘come a reality, ao difilcult 
was it to find a compromise 
between Trinidad, which 
atood = for atrong = cen- 
tral administration, and 
Jamnica which opposed it. 


The Londen conference, after 
long argument, - accepted: 
the Jnmaican view, largely 
because it was realised that 
without Jamaica which has 
almost half the population 
of the West Indies there 
could be no federation. 


Federal revenue will. con- 
tinue to come from har- 
monised tariffs on a certain 
number of imports but only 
over an interim period. It 
is to be regretted that! 
British Honduras and 
British Guiana have not 
seen fit to join the Federa- 
tlon, but they may well 
change their minds if it 
flourishes.
